Escort  has  ignored  DAK's  second,  one-on-one  Maxon  versus  Escort  radar  challenge.  And  frankly,  I'm  fighting  mad.  I  suppose 
they  have  a  right  to  ignore  me.  But  after  referring  to  my  challenge  as  only  an  "advertising  gambit"  and  calling  Maxon's  radar 
detector  an  off-shore,  primitive,  and  bottom-end  unit,  I'dthinkthey'd  be  glad  to  wipe  us  out  in  a  head  to  head  duel  to  the  death. 
But,  I'm  really  mad  for  two  other  reasons  and  I  think  that  you  may  be  as  fascinated  by  them  as  I  am. 

Mad  Reason  1.  Road  and  Track  Mag-      wave's  advertising  cure  for  the  Rashid      there's  a  dog  in  the  road,  dirt  on  the 

VRSS  Collision  Avoidance  System. 


azine  held  an  independent  general  radar 
detector  test  in  their  September  86  issue. 
As  far  as  I  can  see,  Maxon  beat  Passport 
in  Uninterrupted  Alert,  and  Passport  beat 
Maxon  in  Initial  alert.  Now  to  be  fair, 
neither  of  us  seem  to  have  beaten  the 
other  by  even  2  seconds  at  55  miles  per 
hour.  So,  we  didn't  win  or  lose  by  much. 
And,  Maxon's  $9990  detector  was  test- 
ed against  the  $295  Passport,  not  the 
$245  Escort  we  challenged.  What's  in- 
teresting is  that  Road  andTrackhad  nice 
things  to  say  about  Passport  and  even 
about  Escort,  which  wasn't  even  included 
in  the  tests  any  more. 

Now,  if  you've  been  following  DAK's 
challenge,  you  know  we've  only  been 
challenging  Escort.  If  you've  read  Road 
and  Track's  tests,  you'll  be  amazed  when 
you  read  Boardroom  Reports,  which  I've 
reprinted  for  you  to  the  right.  What's 
really  interesting  is  that  it's  the  exact 
same  person  in  both  publications. 
Actually,  Maxon  did  extremely  well. 
Road  and  Track  only  used  'over  hill'  and 
'around  curve'  tests  because  on  straight- 
aways the  differences  weren't  worth 
describing.  (Imagine  that!) 

It's  just  as  I've  said  in  my  challenge.  I 
don't  think  there's  much  difference  be- 
tween Maxon's  and  Cincinnati's  Radar 
detectors  when  it  comes  to  sensing  radar. 
THE  CHALLENGE  GROWS 

In  view  of  the  opinions  stated  in  the 
article  in  Boardroom  Reports  about  the 
$245  Escort,  DAK  hereby  adds  the  $295 
Passport  to  our  challenge. 

Mad  Reason  2.  Did  you  ever  hear 
about  the  cure  for  dandruff  that  was 
developed  in  the  middle-ages?  It  was 
the  guillotine.  And  frankly,  I  think  you 
should  be  aware  of  Cincinnati  Micro- 


The  Rashid  VRSS  system,  as  described 
in  Popular  Science  magazine,  January 
1  986,  sends  out  a  radar  signal  on  the  K 
band  ahead  of  your  car.  The  good  part  is 
that  it  can  help  you  avoid  running  into 
things  higher  than  your  front  bumper. 
The  bad  news  is  that  since  it  operates  on 
K  band,  it  sets  off  radar  detectors. 

Well,  hats  off  to  Cincinnati  Micro- 
wave. I've  tested  the  Passport  against 
the  Rashid  unit  and,  as  usual,  they  have 
done  a  splendid  job.  While  every  other 
detector  I  tested,  including  Maxon's,  was 
driven  crazy,  theirs  didn't  utter  a  peep. 

But  then,  my  Maxon  hasn't  uttered 
any  peeps  lately  either  and  let  me  tell 
you  why.  I  was  on  my  way  to  the  Far  East 
to  visit  Maxon,  so  I  askedTom,a  manager 
at  DAK,  to  purchase  and  test  the  Rashid. 

Well,  did  I  ever  hear  from  him.  First 
the  unit  cost  $558  plus  about  $100  to 
install.  Then  buying  itand  finding  some- 
one to  install  it  took  almost  a  month. 

But  the  real  reason  he  was  unhappy 
was  that  the  recommended  method  of 
installation  involved  cutting  a  GV2"  hole 
in  the  front  grill  of  his  neat  new  car. 

Well,  much  to  my  wife's  chagrin,  it's 
now  installed  in  her  station  wagon. 

After  installation,  it  has  to  be  set  by  an 
installer.  He  drives  between  1  5  and  30 
miles  per  hour  toward  a  solid  object. 
When  the  installerthinks  he's  reached  a 
safe  stopping  distance,  he  adjusts  the 
warning  alarms  to  sound.  Then  in  the 
future,  when  a  similar  distance  is  reached, 
lights  will  flash  and  an  alarm  will  sound. 

Of  course,  if  you  accelerate  too  quick- 
ly into  a  lane  behind  another  car  the 
same  alarms  can  go  off. 

And,  I  haven'tfiguredoutwhattodo  if 


radar  sensor,  or  how  to  compensate  for 
the  different  stopping  distances  encoun- 
tered on  dry,  wet,  icy  or  snowy  roads. 

HOST  IMPORTANT  PART 

Speaking  of  advertising  gambits,  in 
virtually  every  magazine  I  pick  up,  I've 
been  seeing  Cincinnati's  Bad  News  for 
Radar  Detector  ads  spelling  out  the  ob- 
solescence of  all  other  detectors. 

If  it's  such  an  important  feature  that 
distinguishes  them  from  us,  there  had 
better  be  some  of  these  devices  on  the 
road,  or  Cincinnati  Microwave's  credibil- 
ity may  just  be  on  the  road  as  well. 

I  will  add  $10,000  to  my  Escort/ 
Passport  challenge  if  Cincinnati  Micro- 
wave can  prove  thatthere  are  even  1 000 
Rashid  units  on  the  road  anywhere  in 
the  U.S.  Oh  heck,  I'll  add  $5000  if  they 
can  even  find  500.  (And,  look  at  this.) 

NOTE:  There  are  several  other  poten- 
tial collision  avoidance  systems  on  the 
drawing  boards  and  each  may  have  a 
DIFFERENT  FINGERPRINT. 

So,  If  you're  a  current  Escort  or  Pass- 
port owner,  I  suggest  that  you  find  out 
how  many  Rashid  units  there  are  and 
what  Cincinnati  Microwave  will  do  about 
the  'other'  units  before  you  pay  $$$  to 
have  your  current  detector  upgraded. 

Besides,  with  over  3,000,000  square 
miles  in  the  U.S.,  even  1 ,000  units  would 
work  out  to  less  than  one  unit  for  every 
3,000  square  miles. 

If  a  major  car  company  successfully  sells 
a  collision  avoidance  system,  then  Maxon 
will  be  ready.  But,  the  car  companies 
currently  can't  even  get  consumers  to 
pay  $200  for  air  bags.  So,  you  decide.  Is 
it  significant,  or  an  advertising  gambit?

When 
the  pie  chart  prints  out,  it  can  either 
show  the  actual  number  beside  each 
slice  or  the  percentage  of  the  whole. 

So  far,  we've  made  a  simple  one  ele- 
ment graph.  But  for  Line  and  Bar  charts, 
you  can  have  4  elements.  So,  at  each 
observation,  you'll  have  up  to  4  different 
colored  bars  or  lines.  You  can  compare 
profits,  costs,  sales  and  salaries. 

Be  low  the  graph,  a  box  with  the  appro- 
priate color  is  printed.  Just  type  a  title 
next  to  it  to  identify  each  line  or  bar. 

Of  course,  you  can  save  your  graph.

And  if  you  can  plug  in  a 
lamp,  you  can  plug-in  this  system. 

It's  exciting.  Just  imagine  effortlessly 
retrofitting  your  home  or  office  for  remote 
control  without  ever  running  a  single  wire.

As  sophisticated  as  the  X10  system

Imagine  a  precisely  matched  mirror 
image  pair  of  top-of-the-line  BSR  speak- 
ers that  can  effortlessly  recreate  the  cata- 
clysmic impact  of  a  full  orchestral  cre- 
scendo at  full  volume  and  yet  offer  flaw- 
lessly subtle  sound  detail  to  21 ,500hz.

So,  they  changed  a  critical  part,  right 
here  in  their  factory  in  Maryland.  And, 
the  expensive  part  they  had  to  use,  not 
only  produced  a  superb  picture,  it  unlock- 
ed 31  extra  high  band  cable  channels. 
GREAT  NEWS???? 

Well,  a  great  picture  and  39  extra 
channels  sounded  like  great  news  to  me, 
but  it  created  a  problem  for  Universal.

One  reason  I'm  frustrated  is  because  I 
can't  listen  to  my  open  reel  tapes  unless 
I'm  at  one  of  my  two  main  systems.

Of  course,  my 
system  can  transmit  AM  or  FM  too. 

NOT  STEREO  AND  PROBLEMS 

It's  not  a  perfect  system.  But,  you'll  be 
shocked  by  the  magnificent  rich  sound. 

And,  installation  consists  of  simply 
plugging  its  cable  into  the  left  and  right 
tape  jacks  of  your  receiver  and  plugging 
in  the  AC  power  transmitter.

A  puppy  may  be  man's  best  friend.

It's  called  a  subwoofer.  And,  normally 
it  is  the  beloved  pet  of  only  the  most 
ardent  audiophiles. 

It's  not  generally  understood  that  it 
can  be  used  with  virtually  any  speaker 
system  in  any  stereo.  And,  in  addition  to 
substantially  increasing  and  perfecting 
the  bass  response,  it  has  a  significant 
impact  on  the  mid-range  clarity  too. 

Before  I  tell  you  exactly  how  mar- 
velous your  stereo  will  sound  when  you 
connect  this  subwoofer  to  it,  there  are 
two  things  you  should  know. 

First,  you'll  be  getting  your  newfriend 
at  a  phenomenal  price.

WHAT  IT  IS

It's  no  secret.  You  can  see  that  it's  a 
double  deck  for  dubbing.  You  can  also 
see  that  it  features  auto  reverse  for  non- 
stop entertainment. 

And,  you  can  even  see  that  it  has  high 
speed  dubbing  for  expanding  your  tape 
collection  or  making  tapes  for  your  car 
or  personal  stereo. 

But,  what  you  can't  easily  see  is  what 
you're  going  to  get  when  you  add  up  all 
these  sophisticated  innovations  and  then 
throw  in  some  surprising  extras. 
STRANGE  EGG 

And  speaking  of  strange  extras,  what 
would  you  think  of  being  able  to  listen  to 
two  tapes  at  the  same  time.  It's  great  for 
mixing  vocals,  but  it's  a  feature  that  I've 
never  seen  before. 

But,  let's  look  at  some  everyday  useful 
features  that  make  this  deck  totally  uni- 
que and  superbly  useful.  Of  course,  it  has 
a  frequency  response  to  1  7,000hz,  so 
whatever  you  do  will  really  sound  great.

When  you're  playing  a  tape,  the  deck 
will  reverse  automatically  at  the  end  of  a 
cassette,  or  at  any  time  you  touch  the 
Tape  Direction  Button'. 

JUST  THE  BEGINNING 

Just  imagine  listening  to  both  sides  of 
a  cassette  and  then  having  a  second 
cassette  start  to  play  both  sides  on  and 


on,  forever.  Well,  this  deck  features  se- 
quential play  between  its  two  decks.

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Ion  Tidal  Wave 

Like  the  awesome  thundering  power  of  a  tidal  wave,  negative  ions  will  wipe  pollution  out  of  your  environment.

From  its  elegant  good  looks  to  its  elegant  sounding 
speakerphone,  it's  a  class  act.  And,  it  remembers  and  dials  up  to  200  numbers  by  THE  NAME  of  the  person 
you  want  to  call.  Plus,  it's  now  available  in  ivory  and  1-line  models  too.

It's  not  red.  And  it  has  no  aroma.  But  it 
is  definitely  a  rose  amongst  the  thorns. 
Here's  an  all  new  name  dialing  2-line 
conferencing  speakerphone  that  will  rev- 
olutionize your  concept  of  telephones. 

As  president  of  DAK,  I've  tested  hun- 
dreds of  phones.  Some  are  very  good 
and  you  will  find  them  in  DAK's  catalog. 
But,  I've  never  used  a  better  sounding, 
more  useful  phone,  at  home  or  at  the 
office,  than  the  phone  pictured  above. 
Let  me  tell  you  some  of  the  reasons  why. 


FIRST,  IT  DIALS  BY  NAME 

I  hate  having  to  remember  phone  num- 
bers.

It's  a  shame.  FM  used  to  be  almost 
commercial  free.  I  could  listen  for  hours 
and  really  enjoy  the  music. 

But  now,  it  seems  that  there  are  more 
and  more  commercials  and  the  DJs  are 
talking  instead  of  playing  music. 

So,  the  odds  of  having  nondistracting 
music  seem  to  be  increasingly  against 
me.  Besides,  I  don't  even  like  every  song 
they  do  play.  So,  here's  how  I've  solved 
the  problem. 

LARGE  RECORD  COLLECTION 

Recently  I  polled  DAK  customers  and 
found  that  many  of  us  own  as  many  as 
300  to  500  LPs,  so  I  think  we're  con- 
tributing our  share  to  the  record  com- 
panies and  artists. 

Besides,  many  of  the  songs  I  want, 
that  I  don't  already  own,  aren't  being 
sold  any  longer.  And,  at  40,  I'm  afraid 
the  current  'hits'  just  aren't  my  style. 

So,  the  only  way  I  can  continue  to 
increase  my  music  collection  is  by  re- 
cording off  FM.  And,  with  Sansui's  help, 
I'm  building  my  collection  again. 
HERE'S  WHAT  I  DO 

Having  a  dual  deck  is  really  great.  Not 
only  can  I  expand  my  collection,  I  can 
effortlessly  make  copies  of  my  cassettes 
to  use  in  my  car  and  personal  stereo.

The  decks  use  the  best  High-Bs  hard 
permalloy  heads  for  recording  and  play- 
back, and  a  double-gap  High-Bs  ferrite 
head  for  erase.  With  metal  and  chrome 
tapes,  ifyou  don't  erase  well, yoursignal- 
-to-noise  ratio  goes  down  the  sewer. 

And  mechanically,  it's  a  pure,  solenoid 
automated  delight.  Justtouch  any  of  the 
operational  controls  and  this  deck  leaps 
into  action.

I  still  miss  the 
controls,  but  I  must  admit  that  the  record- 
ings are  flawless  with  signal-to-noise 
ratio  computer  controlled  to  maximum.

While  this 
is  certainly  the  cutest  most  cuddly  bear 
phone  I've  ever  seen,  DAK  was  chosen 
to  introduce  him,  not  because  he's  cute, 
but  because  of  the  sophisticated  tech- 
nology that  makes  him  robotic. 

Yes,  he's  a  hands  free  speakerphone. 
And,  his  new,  advanced  speakerphone 
capabilities  rival  his  robotics. 

But,  before  we  explore  why  he  can 

sound  better  than  an   industrial  office 

speakerphone,   let's  see  why  he's  so 

much  more  than  a  'talking  bear  phone'. 

VOICE  ANIMATED 

First  a  warning.  If  you're  a  really  ser- 
ious person,  this  animated  phone  isn't 
for  you.

For  years  I've  lived  with 
occasional  interference  when  I'm  record- 
ing. When  a  transistor  has  blown,  I've 
never  known  why.

Now  I  can  protect  my  music  from  noise. 
Now  I  can  protect  my  system's  circuits 
from  transient  power  surges.  And  now,  I 
can  not  only  control  each  component 
separately,  I  can  turn  them  all  on  or  off 
with  a  single  button,  or  automatically. 

But  there's  more.  This  all  new  Power 
Controller  is  much  more  than  just  a  fancy 
'octopus'  that  supplies  you  with  6  outlets 
to  get  rid  of  cumbersome  tangled  cords. 

It  aids  in  the  prevention  of  damage 
caused  by  voltage  surges  and  spikes.
